“And Simeon blessed them, and 


said unto Mary his mother, Behold, 
this child is set for the fall and ris- 
ing again of many in Israel; and for 
a sign which shall be spoken against.” 
Luke 2:34. 

These words were spoken of Jesus 
to His mother and Joseph, when they 
took Jesus into the temple to do for 
Him according to the law and customs 
of Israel, by Simeon, a very devout 
man of God. It had been revealed to 
Simeon by the Holy Spirit that he 
would not die until he had seen the 
Lord’s Christ. He was patiently wait- 
ing and had been led to the temple by 
the Holy Ghost. When they brought 
the babe in he took Him in his arms 
and said, “Lord, now lettest thou thy 
servant depart in peace, according to 
thy, word: For mine eyes have seen 
thy salvation, Which thou hast pre- 
pared before the face of all people; 
A light to lighten the Gentiles, and 
the glory of thy people Israel.” Then 
Simeon turned to Mary and Joseph 
and said, “Behold, this child is set for 
the fall and rising again of many in | 
Israel; and for a sign which shall be} 
spoken against.” 

We believe that Simeon spoke those 
words of prophecy as he was moved 
upon by the Holy Spirit. It was not 
merely his notion about the matter 
but it was direct from God-the Fa- 
ther. The part of this prophecy di- 
rected to Israel has practically been 
fulfilled already, especially the part of 
their falling. They rejected Jesus as 
the Christ and because of that fell, 
and great was the fall. But in the end 
of the age many of them are to be- 
lieve on Jesus and accept Him as the 
Lord from heaven. Many of them are 
doing this today. 

Then Simeon after he had proph- 
esied of the great effect the child Je- 
sus would have on Israel turned to 
the whole world and said that He (the 
child Jesus) was set for a sign that 
shall be spoken against. Now we want 
to go into Simeon’s prophecy a little 
farther and see how it is that the 
child Jesus was not only set for the 
fall and rising again of many in Israel, 
a light to lighten the Gentiles and the 
glory of Israel, but was also set for 
a sign that shall be spoken against. 

Atter Jesus had grown to manhood 
and entered His ministry He gave 
His disciples many instructions about 
His departure and what they should 
do, etc. He said that it was expedient 
for. them that He should go away and 
if He went away He would pray the 
Father and He would send them an- 
other Comforter. He told them plainly 
that the Comforter (which is the Holy 
Ghost) was to take His place and 
be their leader and everything that He 
had been unto them and even more. 
The Comforter would be with them 
always even unto the end of the age. 


Jesus gave them many instructions 
about receiving the Holy Ghost, even 
giving them a sign by which they were 
to know that He (the Holy Ghost) 
had come. In St. John 15:26, 27 Je- 
sus said, “But when the Comforter 
is come, whom I will send unto you 
trom the Father, even the Spirit of 
truth, which proceedeth from the Fa- 
ther, he shall testify of me: And ye 
also shall bear witness.” 

The Scriptures clearly outline that 
the Holy Ghost is a person, a real, liv- 
ing, moving spirit. Jesus said, When 
He comes He shall testify of me and 
ye also shall bear witness. We see 
clearly two bearing witness: first, 
the Holy Ghost; second, the party 
that receives Him. 

The last words of Jesus to the dis- 
ciples were, Behold, I send the prom- 
ise of my Father upon you, buttarryye 


dued with power from on high. Then 
He was taken up into heaven and they 
gazed after Him until the angelic mes- 
sengers appeared and attracted their 
attention by saying, This same Jesus 
shall so come as you have seen himgo 
into heaven. Then they remembered the 
words of Jesus, that He would send 
them another Comforter, and they 
returned to the upper room in Jeru- 
salem to tarry. They continued for 
several days in one accord in prayer 





and supplication, in blessing and 
praising God. They even returned with 


great joy and continued in that atti- 
tude until they were filled with the 


Holy Ghost and spoke with tongues 
as the Spirit gave them utterance. 

Then the Apostle Peter began to 
speak and said, This is that which 
Joel prophesied. They knew that the 
Comforter had come for they heard 
Him witness in the tongues as thé 
Spirit gave them to speak. 

Later the Apostle Peter had a vision 
from heaven teaching him that God 
was no respecter of person so he went 
and preached to Cornelius and his 
folks. While he was yet telling them 
of the Christ of Calvary the Holy 
Ghost fell upon the Gentiles and they 
spoke with tongues. The Jews that 
were with Peter were astonished but 
could not doubt for they heard them 
speak with tongues which was the 
sign that Jesus had given them while 
He was yet with them. The Holy 
Ghost had been given them on the 
day of Pentecost accompanied by the 
miraculous sign of tongues. So they 
could not even doubt that God had 
received those Gentiles at Cornelius’ 
home. . 

We see the Holy Ghost is here to 
do the .work of Jesus while He 
(Jesus) has gone away. When _ the 
Holy Ghost comes He speaks for Him- 
self. That is the sign that Jesus gave 
them and they tarried until they re 
ceived the evidence or sign. Peter did 
not say about the third day, I am so 
happy and have such a love for all, 
I surely must have received the 
Holy Ghost already, but he continued 
to wait until the sign of tongues as 
the Holy Spirit gave utterance was 
manifested. 

In the sixteenth chapter of St. Mark, 
Jesus said, These signs shall follow 
them that believe. They shall speak 
with new tongues. 

The Apostle Paul tells us_ that 
tongues are for a sign. Simeon proph- 
esied that Jesus was set for a sign 
that shall be spoken against. So we 
are all fulfilling prophecy. Those who 
speak with tongues and also those 
who speak against the sign of speak- 
ing with tongues as the Spirit gives 
utterance are fulfilling prophecy. 

I am glad that I have received this 
wonderful experience accompanied by 
the sign of tongues. I know that it is 
and has been spoken against but what 
does a man or woman care when they 
know that they are on the right side 
of prophecy. Sometimes we will stand 
before the great judgment bar of God. 
All who have spoken with tongues as 
the Spirit gave utterance will be there 
and also those who have withstood 
and opposed and spoken against it 
will be there. 

Dear reader, which bunch will you 
stand with on that great day? Me- 
thinks I can hear thousands, yea mil- 
lions, say, I thank God for the won- 
derful experience of the baptism with 
the Holy Ghost. I am not ashamed of 
the sign or the speaking with tongues 
that always accompanies the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost, although many 
times it is spoken against.
